“What America Means to Me”

Do you remember the “What America Means to Me” essays we all wrote as chil- 
dren? You should try to write one now. It will tell you something about yourself and your 
country. j 

My sixth grade essay was filled with praise for our country and its marvelous consti- 
tution, the very model of modern democracy. | remember using the phrase “land of 
opportunity” at least once. The thing was titled something like ‘Freedom and Justice 
for All.” 

But even at age 10 | was, like many other Americans, becoming increasingly hor- 
rified at the inequality of the races in America. | was too young to be aware of women’s 
oppression, the agony of the gay population, or how elderly or disabled people are 
treated in our society. But, all in all, as a white, privileged boy in the sixth grade, son of 


a Marine officer, America was O.K. by-me. 


Not too many years after that, America 
intervened in Southeast Asia. Millions of 
Asians died. Fifty-five thousand Americans 
died. Ancient, delicate cultures like Cam- 
bodia, Vietnam and Laos experienced holo- 
causts that largely continue to this day. Our 
country and Asia will never be the same. 

Meanwhile, at home, the rich got richer and 
the poor got poorer. Racial violence was in- 
creasing. The plight of women and gays was 
becoming more public. The incredible power 
of the major corporations, banks and utilities 
was more and more apparent. 

Corruption in government became a given 
assumption for many Americans, and Water- 
gate, Abscam and the excesses of the FBI and 
the CIA only verified it. 

Our government continued to intervene in 
the affairs of others, as it always had. Chile, 
the Dominican Republic and Cuba were 
added to a list of interventions that included 
virtually every nation in Central and South 
America, plus Mexico, the Phillipines, Micro- 
nesia, most of the rest of Asia, and many 
others as well. 

Some of our most respected — often most 
progressive — political leaders were mur- 
dered. Names that are remembered include 
John Kennedy, Robert Kennedy, Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Malcolm X, George Moscone and 
Harvey Milk. 

After spending some time in hiding abroad 
for my anti-war activities, | returned home to 
become involved in a variety of political 


causes. But | never emotionally experienced 
the basic unfairness of American society until 
| came out as a gay man. Even though | was ° 
not suffering economically like many other 
Americans were, | feared for my safety on the 
streets, having been beaten several times. |

931-3595. 

Classes are 6 hours long and require mini- 
mum enroliment of 25 members. The spon- 
soring organization may choose the site, or 
the College District will arrange use of a 
neighborhood school building.

Mexico: 


A Movement Under the Gun 


Two months ago | visited Mexico for the first 
time, and | spent ten of the most exciting days 
of my life with the gay movement in and 
around Mexico City. | scarcely exaggerate: 
The experience recalls the heady enthusiasm 
| felt when coming out and discovering the 
fledgling gay movement in Boston and New 
York, nearly a dozen years ago in the wake of 
Stonewall. 

Only recently has gay liberation come into 
public consciousness in Mexico. The Frente 
de Liberacion Homosexualle (FLH) was 
formed in 1971 in response to the firing of 
several homosexual employees by the Sears 
store in Mexico City. But its members can- 
celled a planned picket because of fears they 
would be attacked: The memory of Tlatelolco 
was still fresh, when the army had machine- 
gunned a demonstraiion during the 1968 
Olympic Games, killing 500 and wounding 
2000, and invaded the University of Mexico, 
imprisoning thousands without trial. In June 
1971, police had allowed vigilantes (brigadas 
blancas) to attack a leftist demonstration and 
kill 100 people. 

Instead, FLH established several rap 
groups. The energy eventually dissipated, 
however, and after a couple of years the last 
rap group had disbanded. There followed for 
several years sporadic attempts to start gay 
organizations, with scant success. 

Juan Jacobo: Hernandez, a French teacher 
at the Universidad Autonoma Metropolitana, 
was one of the veterans of FLH who went on to 
form Frente Homosexual de Accién Revo- 
luciénaria (FHAR — Homosexual Revolution- 
ary Action Front) in April 1978, in response to 
numerous anti-gay assaults, murders and 
police harassment in the Federal District. 

FHAR first protested a play by a group of 
Uruguayan exiles that portrayed soldiers of 
that country’s dictatorship as homosexuals 
dancing the tango and cast three effeminate 
young men as the high bourgeoisie. (One 
million of Mexico City’s 18 million people are 
refugees from repressive Latin American 
regimes — many of them the handiwork of the 
CIA.) Jacobo wrote a letter of protest for the 
group, but only he was willing to sign it for 
publication, in Unédmasuno, an_ influential 
leftist/liberal daily.

Like other countries under the Napoleonic 
Code, homosexual activity per se is not illegal 
in Mexico, but the influence of the Catholic 
Church intensifies the prejudices of a culture 
much imbued with machismo. FHAR and 
most other progressive movements are con- 
sciously leftist (including Grupo Lambda and 
the lesbian Ojikabeth); Mexico is a country 
with socialist pretensions — it never recog- 
nized Franco’s Spain or broke relations with 
Cuba — and extremes of poverty rarely seen 
in the United States. As the more conservative 
and affluent gays are closeted and totally un- 
cooperative, there is no place yet for an organ- 
ization like the National Gay Task Force, ora 
national newspaper like the Advocate. 


FHAR’s first action was to participate in 
1978 as a contingent in the annual July 26th 
march commemorating the Cuban revolution. 
The march also marked the tenth anniversary 
of the beginning of the student movement that 
was crushed in Tlatelolco Square. Many of the 
prisoners taken after the massacre were still 
being held, and one demand of the ’78 march 
was their release — a demand the govern- 
ment later met. 

The gay contingent was small (only 30 
people), but it caused a sensation. As Jacobo 
put it, “We came out in every newspaper in 
Mexico. Nobody could believe it — not the 
Right, not the Left. We surprised everybody. 
Everyone want to know what we were doing.” 

Some leftist publications, like Unémasuno 
and Siempre, a mass-circulation magazine, 
gave them sympathetic coverage. Much of the 
bourgeois press, however, was sensation- 
alistic and violently anti-gay. Slurs like “/ilos 
colorados”’ (‘red lillies”) were commonplace 
in their coverage of FHAR. Alerta, a vile rag 
combining the sewer journalism of National 
Enquirer with the homophobia of its present 
“respectable” incarnation, has been particu- 
larly flagrant in its gay-baiting. 

Police retaliated against gays for the July 
26th demonstration by raiding the bars. Not 
long afterward four gay men were brutally tor- 
tured and murdered in a large apartment 
building. Gory press accounts falsely ac- 
cused the four of having been in an “orgy.” Ina 
classic case of blaming the victim, police 
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again pulled saids, arresting 200. Arrestees 
are frequently brutalized and forced to pose 
for the press in humiliating ways. A week later 
FHAR filed suit against the police and, joined 
by members of other gay and feminist groups, 
demonstrated outside their headquarters. 

FHAR has published introductory pam- 
phlets about homosexuality and about legal 
rights. It has its own newspaper Nuestro 
Cuerpo (Our Body) and a collective house. On 
May Day (a holiday in Mexico) several of its 
members traveled 125km. east to Puebla to 
join a gay contingent in the local march, the 
first gay deomonstration in this city of one 
million people. The third gay pride march was 
scheduled to take place Saturday June 27th. 

| had been intimidated by my not knowing 
Spanish, but once | visited Me&Ricb Préalized 
what a poor excuse that was. The excitement 
of the Mexican movement had been described 
to me, but experiencing is believing. A FHAR 
meeting that | attended was warmer than all of 
my years of gay meetings combined in the 
U.S. and Canada. There was much more affec- 
tion demonstrated, too, between the men and 
the women. The gay activists | met in Mexico 
seem to have more fully integrated the per- 
sonal, the political, and the sexual. | felt a 
freshness there | had never dared imagine | 
could ever feel again. 


But the repression continues: Gays have re- 
cently suffered increased police raids in cities 
throughout the country. Several weeks ago 
two drunken policemen attacked two people 
at the FHAR house, beating one of them. Ina 
country where Right Wing death squads are 
moved to act by inflamatory posters picturing 
legislators who favor liberalized abortion 
laws, Jacobo is not being rhetorical when he 
declares, ‘It’s a matter of life and death for 
this movement to receive outside support.” It 
is entirely possible that, like the members of 
the Argentine gay movement after the 1976 
coup, those who do not “disappear” will be 
forced to go underground.

‘Newsboy’ at Theatre Rhino 


Arch Brown's Newsboy, playing through Ju- 
ly 25th at Theatre Rhinoceros, addresses the 
conflict of a gay man coming out to his politi- 
cian father — a senatorial candidate cam- 
paigning on an anti-gay platform. That’s 
established as the heart of the comedy, but 
the main action centers around son Tim (Chip 
Stewart) and his decision on whether to come 
Out, or to marry his college girlfriend. 

Obviously, he comes out ... with Bill, a 
warm seducer, skillfully played by Thomas- 
Mark. But little Tim, fragile, blond, thin, naive, 
comes off more like an ad for Breck Beautiful 
Hair than a man in serious conflict over his 
sexuality. Within ten minutes of their first 
meeting, he gushes to Bill, ‘I really care about 
you.” | don’t know if Brown found that scene 
hard to write, but it was hard to believe. 

The actors are generally excellent and hu- 
morous lines are delivered with precise 


timing. Red (Duane Cropper) is the Super , 
Queen, and he plays it to the hilt: outrageous ~ 


without being overdone. When Tim explains 
his discomfort over being publicly gay at a 
rock concert (‘I just knew we stuck out”), Red 
retorts with a pained expression: “Honey... 
Stuck out? At a concert in New York?” 

Jordan Lee as Tim’s father plays his char- 
acter stiff, nervous, tight, and believable, as a 
man desperate to succeed at his career. His 
best line comes when he asks Tim to deny his 
homosexuality on TV. (God knows we've all 
heard this one). Parentally: ““Aaaaa (Tim) | love 
you.” Message: Be straight, get my love. 

Playwright Arch Brown has worked in the 
porno genre, and his gay male characters 
often resemble stereotyped female whores in 
straight porno. It’s ridiculous to me to hear a 
man say, ‘‘He’s this big ... and an ass that 
won't quit.” Even stranger, when the audience 
still finds that tiredness, that mockery, 
amusing. 

Brown provides us with the high school 
locker room character in the form of Hank 
(Curt Crider). The character is well played, 
immersed in dick, ass and Budweiser. | keep 
hoping gay men would want to combat their 
stereotypes as much as women are combat- 
ting theirs. What we need is a playwright who 
develops his “ID” character with finesse and 
deeper understanding. 

Allinall, the play is good, and sure to please 
the gay male community. High camp mixed 
with acertain amount of politics that freshens 
the dialogue, plus positive pronouncements 
in support of the gay lifestyle make it a winner. 
But the playwright tried to deal with two major 
issues, and one got slighted. 

When the lights come on, you won't be ex- 
pecting it, as the gutsy stuff is just beginning. 
Or maybe I'd just like to see a good fight with 
the Moral Majority.

Alpha House aides 
Lesbian/gay ex-prisoners 


* When many of us think of prisoners being 
released from jail, we conjure up a vision of 
Cagney or Bogart walking away from those 
iron gates with a new suit on their back and 
$100 in their pocket, ready to start a new life. 

Believe it or not, the California Department 
of Corrections continues this archaic tradi- 
tion. On their release, prisoners are given $200 
— hardly enough to find suitable housing, 
food, clothing, transportation, etc. — in order 
to re-establish themselves in our society. 

The ex-prisoner must also find employ- 
ment. This isn’t an easy task for anyone these 
days, especially if you are on parole, gay or 
lesbian and/or Third World. 

In an attempt to combat this system of “‘jus- 
tice” a new community resource project has 
begun. Alpha House, “‘A New Beginning,” is in 
the process of establishing a re-entry house 
for lesbians and gay men released from prison 
and expressing a desire to be paroled in San 
Francisco. 

It is the aim of Alpha House to provide food, 
shelter, education, employment information,

Blacks, Gays & Jews 
Rally for Freedom 


Watch out, Jerry Falwell! 

July 2nd marks the date for “The Freedom 
to Be” — an Inter-Dependence Day Rally and 
musical celebration at Oakland’s Lakeshore 
Avenue Baptist Church, bringing together 
representatives from the Black, Jewish, and 
lesbian/gay communities, and others under 
attack by the Religious Right. 

Featured speakers that Thursday include 
Dr. A. Ed Bell, Pastor, The Church by the Side 
of the Road, Berkeley; Rhonda Abrams, 
Regional Director of the Jewish Anti-Defdma- 
tion League; and Rev. James Sandmire, 
Pastor, Golden Gate Metropolitan Community 
Church of San Francisco. Moderator for the 
discussion will be Sister Dorothy Donnelly. 

Music will be provided by The Voices of 
Christ, a black gospel choir; the Temescal Gay 
Men’s Chorus (whose repertoire spans old 
English ballads to hymns; and soloists Daniel 
Lev, a Jewish folksinger; Dana Vinicoff, 
lesbian folksinger; and black lesbian jazz 
pianist, Mary Watkins. 

The rally is planned as a celebration of 
cultural and religious diversity and pluralism 
in American society, according to Metro- 
politan Community Church of the East Bay — 
one of the evening’s co-sponsors. 

“! See the so-called Moral Majority concen- 
trating their attack on gay people now,” says 
MCC-East Bay’s Rev. Jeffrey Pulling, ‘but 
we're also seeing aresurgence of the KKK and 
Nazi Party. Synagogues are being bombed in 
California even now.” 

Reverend Pulling views ‘the present admin- 
istration in Washington as really trying to 
screw all of us,” with the Religious Right push- 
ing for passage of the ill-titled Family Protec- 
tion Act, “plus cutting of services for legal 
aid” — including denial of funding for gay 
rights litigation and, Pulling says, congres- 
sional proposals that legal aid funds not be 
used for purposes of achieving racial inte- 
gration. 

The proposed Family Protection Act would 
deny governmental benefits to lesbians and 
gay men, and, among other ends, proposes to 
reaffirm traditional historic roles for women 
through congressional legislation. 

“| see this (the current political trend) as 
trying to set the clock back on all the 
advances we've made in the last 20 years.” 

The Oakland rally is sponsored by the 
Berkeley Area Interfaith Council, the Bay Area 
Coalition Against Racism and Repression, 
the Berkeley Black Council, Committee for a 
New Jewish Agenda, Metropolitan Commun- 
ity Church of the East Bay, and the Oakland 
Lesbian & Gay Rights Organization. 


Initially envisioned as a gay response to the 
Christian Right, planners ultimately decided 
“it's not only the gay and lesbian communities 
that are under attack,”’ according to Pulling, 
“but also the Black, Hispanic, Jewish com- 
munities, and so forth. We decided ‘Wouldn't 
it be great if we could do something jointly?’ ” 

Since that decision was reached, Pulling 
says, the driving force behind the rally has 
been the Berkeley Area Interfaith Council. ‘If 
it had been just MCC/East Bay, | don’t think we 
would have gotten this response.” 

Pulling is enthused over what he considers 
an historic united front in response to the 
‘MM’; and believes it makes good sense to join 
forces with other populations under attack by 
the Right. 

“Just because there may be anti-Black feel- 
ings among some in the gay community, or 
anti-gay feelings in the Black community, 
doesn’t mean we don’t have the same oppres- 
sors. 

“! really think the root of it all is white male 
heterosexual supremacy, and there's a real 
move a foot now to reassert that supremacy.” 

Bigotry, Pulling maintains, “stems from 
thinking that you're better than someone 
else.” And bigotry is a major target of the rally. 

Whether the Inter-Dependence Day Rally is 
a one-time coalition — or the beginning of 
something ongoing — remains to be seen, he 
says. 

“All that’s planned right now is a one-time 
celebration. We're trying to be very open and 
flexible, and to maintain that flexibility until 
the night of the rally — until we can get a 
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sense of whether people want to work to- 
gether, or work in their own communities, or 
whatever.” 

In the meantime, July 2nd promises some 


. lively discussion and spirit-lifting music.

Gonna Hear From Me,” and additional instru- 
mentation will be provided by a balalaika, a 
Russian guitar. 

The Los Angeles Chorus will highlight their 
set with a song about Harriet Tubman, which 
combines the music of Lynn Wilson from L.A. 
and a poem by Susan Griffin. The group is also 
planning an audio-visual presentation and a 
song in Japanese. 

Together, the two groups will perform a 
powerful medley of women’s music. 

Sonni Zambino, conductor of the local 
chorus, joined a handful of other women in 
1978 to form the Lesbian Chorus, which sang 
in conjunction with the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus. The Lesbian Chorus ended this 
affiliation about a year later to begin perform- 
ing around the Bay Area for benefits and in 
concert with other local groups such as the 
Chrysanthemum Ragtime Band, the Lavender 
Harmony Band, Swingshift and recently with 
the popular women’s theater group Lilith. The 
membership has grown to over forty members 
and operates as a collective. 

The Chorus received nationwide media at- 
tention in April, 1980, when members walked 
out of a benefit for Supervisor Harry Britt at 
the Castro Theatre. Their refusal to sing 
stemmed from on-stage comments made by 
female impersonator Charles Pierce which 
members of the Chorus found offensive. 

The Lesbian Chorus has assumed the task. 
of both producing and performing in this con- 
cert, and according to Zambino, the project 
has proved to be no vacation. 

“We decided not to contract with an outside 
production group after considering the advan- 
tage of the Chorus’s close tie with the 
women's community, which outweighed the 
disadvantage of our inexperience, not to men- 
tion the added cost,” she said. “‘Some of us 
are even enjoying the work — just stay away 
from me the night of the show.” 

June Morgan, a member of the concert 
committee, agrees with Zambino. ‘We've tried 
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to get as many people involved in this effort as 
possible because of the valuable learning ex- 
perience,” she states. ‘‘There’s a lot more to 
producing a show than simply renting a hall.” 

Chorus members admit giving the collec- 
tive decision-making process a grueling work- 
over through their production endeavors. Pub- 
licity coordinator Claire Jeannette thinks that 
the pressure of deadlines and logistical re- 
sponsibilities has been a test for the group, 
but the combination of excitement and 
frustration has been a plus. “It nas brought 
about creative, focused attention to our goal,” 
she explains. “Things are coming together.” 

The Lesbian Chorus is especially looking 
forward to sharing their stage and their house- 
holds with the Los Angeles Chorus when it 
arrives the weekend of the concert. The tour- 
ing 80-member group formed in 1976, perform- 
ing works written and arranged by women. 
They host an annual concert and perform at 
universities, prisons, conventions and union 
meetings.

was not free to assemble with people of my 
choice; and my pursuit of happiness was 
often denied, though it was private and harm- 
ful to no one. 


| realized | would probably never be allowed 
to adopt children, or even have custody of my 
own. My right to travel freely and openly was 
often denied. | had difficulty renting an apart- 
ment with my lover, and | could be denied 
employment or public accommodations with- 
out legal recourse in most places. | had joined 
the ranks of the undesirables. Those include 
any poor creature who is not white, straight, 
male, and physically fit. 

| considered leaving America permanently. 
But | could not. | felt like a stranger in most 
foreign countries. And, irrational as it may be, | 
still loved my culture. The beauty of America, 
the warmth of most of its people, family and 
friends, the challenge to help change society 
— not to mention a passionate love affair with 
San Francisco — kept me firmly rooted. Be- 
sides, life was getting easier for some of us, or 
so it seemed. 


Serious Threats 


And yet, today we are faced with some of 
the most serious threats ever to human rights. 

Women, the largest single group in society, 
are denied full rights under the law. They are 
denied economic and political power. They are 
even denied power over their own reproduc- 
tive systems. Rape and assault against 
women increases. 

Itis still illegal in most states to have homo- 
sexual sex. Stories of beatings, bar harass- 
ment, police abuse, job firings, housing dis- 
crimination, and child custody losses con- 
tinue. 

Racial and ethnic minorities are still at the 
bottom of the economic scale. As housing, 
health care, jobs and education become 
scarcer and more expensive, the poor suffer 
more. 

In Washington we have a reactionary Presi- 
dent and Congress bent on destroying even 
the few rights that America’s “undesirables” 
have achieved. 

The ‘Family Protection Act’ presently 
being heard in the Senate is a frightening 
piece of legislation that would, among many 
other things, deny women abortions or contra- 
ceptive counseling, refuse to fund school sys- 
tems that do not allow prayer or who refuse to 
teach the “role differences between the sexes 
as historically understood in the United 
States,” forbid teachers unions and cut off all 
federal money (e.g. Social Security, Veteran’s 
benefits, student loans and unemployment 
money) to individuals or organizations that 
recognize homosexuality as a viable lifestyle. 

Other bills and efforts to triple the military 
budget and decimate social programs are de- 
ceptively being pushed to curb inflation; 
though increased military spending will, as 
always, greatly worsen it. 


Other ideas coming out of Washington in- 
clude a gutting of the Voting Rights Act, an 
abolition of affirmative action, a‘‘resumption”’ 
of domestic wiretapping and harassment, 
military intervention in Central America, a 
resumption of the federal death penalty, in- 
creased imprisonment, elimination of all 
rights to choose abortion, and the abandon- 
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ment of too many social programs to mention. 

Our government advocates abandoning our 
cities, our old people, our children, our arts 
and sciences and our sense of fair play toward 
the underprivileged in order to prepare for 
World War III. As we build bombs to destroy 
the world a hundred times, we are told our 
efforts will preserve peace, prosperity and 
democracy. 

And while legislators think of new ways to 
consolidate power even more among the elite 
of our society, their allies on the religious right 
seek to further curb the advance of civiliza-

A few years ago, a group of college stu- 
dents circulated the Preamble to the 
Constitution with the Bill of Rights in the form 
of a petition. Many people would not sign it 
and labeled it Communist propaganda. 

Therein lies a major part of our problem. 
Many people neither know their rights nor will 
spend any effort to preserve them. Apathy, 
cynicism and hopelessness have become so 
widespread, that most people just ignore the 
political process. Most people do not vote, 
and political activists are often treated like 
dinosaurs from the Sixties.

tion. These fanatical demagogues working 
under the guise of Christianity plan to “wage 
war against Sodom” in San Francisco this 
summer. They are bombing Planned Parent- 
hood centers in the Midwest and women’s 
centers in the West. They advocate a vicious 
arms race and intervention in Third World na- 
tions. They burn records and books. They 
want affirmative action abolished and the 
death penalty increased. All in the name of 
Jesus and America. 

Meanwhile, on Wall Street, top executives 
continue to control 90% of the money. To a 
great degree they decide’how the rest of us 
will live in this economy. Their current major 
project is to preside over their own govern- 
ment deregulation. With their new friends in 
Washington, big business hopes to eliminate 
even the modest regulations currently in 
effect. The Clean Air Act, oil drilling regula- 
tions, controls on real estate practices and 
affirmative action programs are all likely 
victims. And, of course, the “pure capitalist” 
government will continue to subsidize favored 
industries like the auto, aerospace and 
tobacco industries, regardless of their 
financial viability. 

The Supreme Court decision of the sixties 
declaring ‘‘one man, one vote” translates in 
Congressional lobby chambers to ‘‘one dollar, 
one vote.” And only a very special few are 


“given access to that dollar. 


Democracy? Freedom and Justice for All? 
Land of Opportunity? For many Americans, 
these words ring hollow. 

Those of us who stil see the constitution ay 
a marvelous document, if only we lived by“, 
are considered dangerous radicals. Those of 
us who defend civil liberties, or demand 
human rights, or freedom of assembly or reli- 
gion are quite likely to earn FBI files. 

Indeed, those “pro-American, pro-family” 
leaders of ours are seeking to throw out the 
old: Constitution that they swore to defend 
and hold a new Constitutional Convention to 
rewrite a few items. While they attack Ameri- 
ca’s most revered set of laws, they talk of 
returning to the “old values” (prehistoric per- 
haps). The government that espouses belief in 
non-interference in people's lives even seeks 
to control our sexual behavior and our repro- 
ductive functions.

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Most discouraging, all of us “undesirables” 
just cannot unite for our Comman good. In our 
own City, it is extremely rare to See coopera- 
tion between the Blacks, Asians, Latinos, 
gays and women. That grouping encompass- 
es a majority of San Franciscans. But we are 
too busy fighting amongst ourselves. Latinos 
and gays clash. Blacks and Latinos fight over 
housing. Even within oppressed groups, 
people discriminate against each other. Many 
women do not support the ERA. Some gay es- 
tablishments deny service to Blacks, or 
Asians, or women. A Black politician in Sacra- 
mento advocates fewer minorities and 
women in Democratic party politics. 

This destructive situation plays right into 
the hands of the power brokers. There will be 
no struggle to achieve a true democracy as 
long as the ‘“‘have-nots” are fighting amongst 
themselves. This frees our leaders to do as 
they please. They spend our money on bombs 
and corporate subsidies and then tell us to 
take care of ourselves. Our cities, schools, 
health centers, buses, food and housing can 
rot, for all they care. 

There are a few bright spots. More people’ 
are beginning to wake up. Memberships in 
political activist and human rights groups are 
increasing. More and more people will not tol- 
erate racism and sexism. More people than 
ever before are beginning to question the 
system. 

Reagan could be the last aasn of conserva- 
tism. When he fails to p. «: . y. aS 
rational economic philosophy says he will, we 
can send him back to Santa Barbara — that is 
if we, our environment and our cities survive 
that long. 

More Americans have to become informed 
and involved in the running of our society. The 
narcissism of the Seventies must be replaced 
by a social consciousness in the Eighties or 
there will not be much left by the Nineties. 

In order for the American Dream to finally 
become a reality, a far greater sense of 
community must be achieved. Humans are 
social creatures, and we must start to interact 
in much more real ways. There must be 
greater efforts to understand the needs and 
problems of others. In so doing, we will gaina 
greater understanding of our own oppression. 
Those of us in oppressed groups have to quit 
ghettoizing ourselves and shutting ourselves 
off from the rest of the world. It should be 
possible for a Black family to live comfortably 
in the Castro and a lesbian or gay couple to 
live comfortably in the Western Addition. 


Only when we unite and organize will we be 
able to effectively demand that the richest 
country in the history of the world feed and 
clothe its poor, allow its old to live in dignity 
and comfort, provide a good education for all, 
health care for all and a decent roof over every 
head. Only then will we begin to realize the 
potential of this nation. 

If we allow a small group of people to fill the 
skies, the oceans and the deserts with atomic 
warheads, poison our environment, re-write 
our constitution, deny us our human rights 
and effectively deny many of us decent food, 
health care, and housing, then this civilization 
will Surely pass into history as a noble but 
failed experiment. Democracy will disappear 
like clean air and water. 

So, on this Fourth of July, this 205th com- 
memoration of a revolution to overthrow a 
tyrannical government, | still agree with that 
sixth grader who praised the Constitution. | 
only wish that U.S. history was not a litany of 
violations of that document. | intend to cele- 
brate the future, the potential, the still unful- 
filled dream 

Actually, | intend to go on a picnic. That 
annual activity with friends holds great signifi- 
cance for me. There will be fried chicken and 
watermelon, but no Coors beer, no Nestle's

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During the reign of Nero, Roman colonizers occupied what is now southern Britain, having forced the Celtic tribes who lived there to 
render up one half of their produce and goods. Red-haired Boudica was Queen of the tribe Iceni, but the Romans negotiated with her 
husband, Prasutagus. Following his death in 61 A.D. the Romans drastically increased their oppression, land-grabbing and massacre 
of refugees fleeing their rule. When the Queen protested they publicly flogged her and raped her two daughters, to undermine her 
authority, Consequently she united a large number of tribes for a massive, broad-based, woman-led rebellion that shook Nero’s 
emperorship, and left London burned to the ground. The Romans won a last decisive battle massacre, using war machine methods 
against the Celts, and then venting their fear and rage on the civilian countryside, particularly concentrating on Boudica’s own tribe. 

Because she rocked the Roman world, and because of her place in the Celtic tradition of female warriors, and because of the native 
Celtic institutions of homosexual love for women and men (which shocked the Roman military, they having legalized anti- 
homosexuality as a precondition to invading Gaul) — the conquerors attempted to obliterate Queen Boudica’s name and memory. 
Their harshness only drove the Queen’s name and reputation underground. There it has stayed for nineteen centuries, passed through 
lower class slang as the word “bulldike” or “bulldagger,” describing a serious, tough-appearing, warriorlike lesbian. For personal as 
well as historical reasons, rediscovering this meaning of Queen Boudica’s story has been one of the most thrilling acts of my life.

A queen am I,
